CHURCHES SEEK TO
NAKE ENGLAND DRY

Decision of Wesleyan Churches
to Begin Five-Year Campaign
Not Unanimous, However.

LONDON, 8Sept. 3.—8imultaneous
with* the announcement that drunk-
eness is again on the Incremse In
Fngland comes the news that the Wes-
leyan churches are about to launch
a five years’ crusade to make the
country dry.

Officlal figures show that there
were 95,763 convictions for drunken-
ness in Ehgland and Wales last year,
an increase of 85 per cent over the
preceding year. If this rate of in-
crease continues the number of con-
vietions will soon be back at the high
mark registered in 1913—188,877.
